Would-Be Bridegroom From

A man who accompanied a woman 
giving her name as Mathilda Bartlett 
of East St. Louis was refused a mar- 
riage license in Belleville Monday aft- 
ernoon because he could give the clerk 
no assurance as to which of three 
mames he gave was correct.

Neighbors say that the sisters were 
unusually fond of one another, and that 
the act of self-destruction by the first 
of the girls made a deep impression 
upon the two remaining sisters, so that 
when Daisy’s admirer ceased to return 
her affection she was influenced to 
take her own life. And now the third 
of the sisters has followed their exam- 
ple.

When- | 
ever the drawer is opened, the buzzer 
sounds and the clock stops. 

Watch for an Outsider. 

The clock was put in the offices of the 
Manufacturers’ Railway, on the same 
floor with the coal company. Several 
days’ observation showed that the cash 
drawer was never opened by any 
Schroeder employe except the person au- 
thorized to open it. So a watch was 
arranged for outside of business hours. 

Ss. J. Sullivan, roadmaster of the rail- 
way company, heard the buzzer sound 
at 6:30 a. m. He ran into the Schroeder 
offices and found Walter Scott, negro 
janitor for the Diesel Engine Co., which 
has offices on another floor. Scott was 
in the act of closing the cash drawer. 

Sullivan detained the negro until po- 
licemen arrived. Scott was searched and 
$1.9 worth of stamps, some small 
change, three pocket knives and several 
trinkets were found in his pockets. 

Denies Opening Drawer. 

Seott said he had heard of the thefts 
in the coal offices and that when he 
looked in there he saw the cash drawer 
epen. He said he closed the cash 
drawer and supposed this must have 
started the buzzer in the other room. 
He said he found the stamps in a waste 
basket and had put them in his pocket 
to give to the cashier. 

Manager Marsh said the negro had 
no business in any office on that floor.

End Comes at City Hospital to 
Walter E. Berryman, Known 
for Liberality. 


TRIED TO KILL HIMSELF 


Life Was Saved at Hospital After 
He Drank Acid at Scene 
of Former Success.

Walter E. Berryman, 48 years old, who 
made a fortune from the drug store in 
Union Station and was known to hun- 
dreds as a “good fellow” because of his 
willingness to lend or give money, died 
almost the city hospitai 
Sunday evening. 

Berryman tried to kill himself at the 
Terminal Hotel Aug. 8 by taking car- 
Although he lay in his room 


penniless at 


He 
ihad diluted the acid with liquor, they 
explained, thereby greatly lessening its 
effect. They discovered, however, that 
he had an ulcer of tke stomach, and 
that was the cause of his death. 

“TIT made money so fast that I hardly 
knew what to do with it,” Berryman 
once remarked to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter while recovering from the effects 
of the acid. “The World's Fair crowds 
and the Sunday excursion crowds after 
the fair literally poured a deluge of 
money into my tills. Then the lid was 
put on, the Sunday crowds quit coming 
and my business dwindled,’’ 

At the height of his prosperity Berry- 
man extended his business by acquiring 
two West End drug stores, in addition 
to his Union Station property. The ven- 
tures proved a failure and, at last, brok 
en in health, he became a bankrupt. He 
also fell out with his wife and a sepa- 
ration resulted. 

He then became a traveling salesman 
for a wholesale drug house and while 
traveling in the South contracted ma- 
laria, from which he was unable to 
wholly free himself. He returned to St. 
Louis without funds and the manage- 
ment of the Terminal Hotel, because of 
long friendship, gave him a MPORRSS 
home, 

Scores of trainmen and station at- 
taches attribute Berryman’s failure to 
his liberality. He would lend money in 
almost any sum to any acquaintance, 
they say, and many failed to repay him. 
When cases of destitution were discov- 
ered among the travelers at the station, 
Berryman always was one of the most 
liberal contributors for their relief. All 
these drains finally depleted his busi- 
ness, they say. 

Berryman’s father, J. E. Berryman of 
Marshall, Mo., will arrive Monday night 
to take the body to Marshall for burial.

SAYS CONFESSION 
ULEARS HER; SU 


Woman to Seek Financial Repa- 
ration From Indiana for 
Long’ Term. 





PAROLED SIX YEARS AGO 





Contends That Brother-in-Law 
on Deathbed Admitted 
Killing Her Husband. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HUNTINGTON, Ind., Sept. 23.—Con- 
tending that the half-brother of her 
husband, for whose murder she served 
23 years in State’s prison, made a death- 
bed confession that he was the slayer, 


Mrs. Charlotte Epps, now more than 
60 years old, is preparing to sue In- 
diana for financial reparation. 

Since Mrs. Epps. was paroled six years 
ago, she has been living with her daugh- 
ter in Toledo, O. She appeared here 
Saturday, told the story of the dying 
confession and engaged a lawyer. 

The Woman's Story. 

Her story is as follows: 

“I married John Epps in 18% His 
mother had just died and he and his 
half-brother, Ed Mise, were alone. Rela- 
tives and friends who sought his money 
advised him not to marry me. At all 
times Ed Mize, who recently died, was 
pleading with John to deed him all of 
his property, as he (Ed) said he was 
older and had better judgment. This 
John refused to do. 

“We had been married but a few 
months when one day John went to 
cut corn. About 11 o’clock in the morn- 
ing he came home, saying that he was 
too sick to work, and immediately went 
to bed. I cared for him as tenderly as 
anyone could have done. He had the 
best physicians possible, but in a few 
days he died. 

“I lived at the house for two weeks 
after his death, until Sheriff Bowman 
came after me with a warrant for my 
arrest for poisoning my husband. I 
went with him and was in the Hunt- 
ington Jail. 

“In November my trial was held and, 
although I maintained my innocence, 
they found me guilty on circumstantial 
evidence and sentenced me to prison for 
life. No one suffered as I did in those 
25 years and six long months in that 
place. 

Heard of Confession, 

“Recently I heard positively that Ed 
Mize had died and that he made a com- 
plete confession before he died. Acting 
on the impulse I immediately came to 
this city with a desire to find recourse 
against my persecuters. I have taken 
the advice of attorneys and will at least 
fight to clear my name.’’ 

Since the woman told her story it has 
been impossible to find the man at 
whose house the murdered man’s half- 
brother died.

U. S. Supreme Court to Take 
Up Wife Slayer’s Case 
_ Next Season. 





By Asociated Press. 

WASHINCTON, Sept. 23.—The long 
wait of Porter Chariton in a New Jersey 
prison for the final word as to whether 
he must return to Italy to answer for 
the murder of his wife at sake Como, 
two years ago, is drawing to an end. 
The Supreme ‘Court will take up Charl- 
ton’s case the coming term, which opens 
Oct. 14. 

Charlton's appeal is the most noted 
murder case before the court. Not only 








did the details of ths crime stir: both 
Europe and America, but diplomatic of- 
ficials of Italy and the United States 
have become involved in the matter. 
The decision of the court will be looked 
to as a guide in diplomatic intercours:. 

The 23-year-old prisoner, through his 
‘father, Judge Paul P. Chariton of Porto 
Rico, will not contest the question of his 
guilt, but will challenge the right of the 
American Government to surrender him 
to the Italian authoritiss. 

Cireumstances Peculiar. 
This right is claimed on account of the 





peculiar circumstances under which 
Charlton was arrested. | 

Immediately after Mrs. Chalton’s body | 
was found in a trunk in Lake Como, the ! 
search for her husband began. He was 
arrested at the request of the wife's 
brother, Capt. H. H. Scott of the United 
States Army, as he stepped from a 
steamer at Hoboken, N. J. 

He had committed no crime in Amer- 
ica, but confessed to having murdered 
his wife, who, he said, had refused to 
his order to be quiet one night as

T te there is a natural and inevita- 





ble division in the Republican 

party is evident to all. It is in its 
essentials like the division which took 
place in the Democratic party 16 years 
ago, and is, in fact, a result of the 
stubborn fight made by the Democratic 
party against the predatory interests. 

In the beginning, the Democracy lost 
permanently the aristocratic and pluto- 
cratic elements of the party, and it lost 
temporarily many who did not under- 
stand the real character of the struggle. 
In the course of 16 yedrs those have re- 
turned who were misied—those whose 
mistake was of the head rather than of 
the heart—and the party ig, now prac- 
tically united. 

A few representatives of the favor- 
seeking class still call themselves Demo- 
‘rats, but among the rank and file of 
the party thére is entire harmony—they 
are militantly progressive. 

The Republican party, even before 
1896, had a much larger percentage 
than the Democratic party had of 
those who profited by privilege or 
were in sympathy with those who 
were the beneficiaries.of government- 
al favoritism. After 1896 the percent- 
age was still greater because the 
woist of the Democratic party went 
over to the opposition. 

The same great wave of reform, 
however, that created the Populist 
party and thus aroused the Demo- 
cratic party to resistance to the plun- 
derbund’s program has now stirred 
the Republican party@ to its very 
depths, But here the parallel ends. 
The progressives won their fight in 
the Democratic party; and, though 
once since then, the organization has 
fallen into the hands of Wall street, 
the mass of the party has legt no 
doubt as to its fidelity to the peo- 
ple’s side of the questions at issue, 

But in the Republican party the 
result was different; the Wall street | 
élement retained control of the party 
machinery, and nominated the ticket. 
It is true that the methods employed 
were indefensible; but Mr. Roosevelt 
could not well complain, because he 
had employed the same methods four 
years before to nominate the man of 
his choice. : 


Fight of nienoanibites, 
The second difference between the 


Democratic situation 16 years ago 
and the Republican situation. now is 
that the fight in the Democratic party 
was waged entirely on principle, 
while personalities have playea a 
large part in the Republican contest. 
In 1896 the gold Democrats, after 
being defeated in the convention, put 
up a separate ticket, but there was no 
charge of “fraud” or “theft,” and 
there was no personal feeling between 
the gold ticket and the regular Demo- 
cratic ticket. 

In the Republican party, however, the 
contest over principles is almest lost 
sight of in the feud which has developed 
between President Taft and ex-President 
Roosevelt. Nothing like it has ever 
been seen in American politics; and, 
for the sake of the nation’s reputation 
abroad, let us hope that nothing Iike it 
may ever be seen again. ' 

“Pid Mr. Taft treat Mr. Roosevelt 
fairly?” and “did Mr. Roosevelt act 
iustly toward Mr. Taft?’—these ques- 
ions absorb the attention to the over- 
ihadowing of principles and policies. 
liad some pioneer reformer like Sena- 
tor La Follette been pitted against 
Mr. Taft the line could have been 
drawn with clearness and the contest 
could have been conducted without 
resort to personalities, but it is diffi- 
‘ult to make a definite issue between 
Mr. Taft and Mr. Roosevelt when Mr. 
faft is now what Mr. Roosevelt was 
until very recently, and Mr. Roosevelt 
is now what Mr. Taft, as the Pro- 
gressive Republicans insist, promised 
to be! 

It would be unfortunate for the 
Republican party for either Mr. Taft 
of Mr. Roosevelt to be elected; it 
would simply continue the feud—as 
bitter as any blood feud among moun- 
taineers. If both are defeated the 
party can be reorganized and made 
useful as one of the great parties 
of the cowntry. 


Many Want Reforms. 
There are many earnest men, however, 


in both wings of the Republican party 
who want reforms; some still expect 
to secure these reforms through the 
regular organization, others have joined 
the new party with the hope of securing 
them more speedily. Both of these 
groups can consistently support Gov. 
Willison, who stands for all the reforms 
for which the people are now ready, If 
he is elected, ag now seems almost cer- 
tain, his victory will be -egarded as a 
triumph for progressive ideas, and the 
reforms which will come through him 
will make it possible for the people to 
rule. 

Surely the Republicans who have prof- 
ited, as both Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Taft 
have, by dissensions in the Democratic 
party, cannot complain if the Democrats

SOCIAL WELFARE LEGISLATION. 

The bill introduced in the Council by Dr. 
Fletcher creating a Social Welfare Commission 
apparently covers all the points of legislation 
urged upon the Municipal Assembly by the Post- 
Dispatch last winter. . 

The measure invests the commission of seven 
members, three of whom must be judges of 
police courts with ample power to deal with 
unfortunates and vagrants. It establishes mu- 
nicipal lodging houses with a superintendent and 
assistants. Homeless persons are to be taken 
caré of and all who can and will work are. to 
be given employment. The sick, of course, will 
be sent to the hospital and those who will not 
work are to be prosecuted and punished for 
vagrancy or professional beggary. 

The commissioner is to co-operate with the po- 
lice depurtment and to have supervision over the 
workhouse, jail and parole system. 

The adoption of this bill will meet the problem 
of dealing with the homeless who are adrift in 
the city. It will establish a clearing house for 
all of the unemployed where the unfortunate 
will be aided to self-support, the sick cared for 
and the professional beggars and vagrants given 
an opportunity to reform with the alternative of 
enforced. work. 

The bill should be adopted a law in time to 
become operative before winter. It is in accord 
with humanity and sound public policy.

Vivid light is thrown on the prosperity slogan 
of the Republicans by the report of the Federal 
Bureau of Labor on the advance of prices of the 
necessaries of life within the past decade. 

The report deals with foodstuffs only and 
shows an appalling rise of prices within the past 
year. Many butchers and provision dealers re- 
port to tne bureau that unless prices decline they 
must go c 1 of business, because it is impossible 
tc obtain fair profits. Customers are unable to 
buy at prices which enable the retailers to do a 
profitable business. 

Fourteen of fif‘cen articies of food used as 
staple necessaries have advanced from 2.4 to 
18.6 per « The highest advances are on the 
cheaper meats and other necessaries such as 
flour, eggs, butter, lard, sugar and potatoes. 

Bacon alone shows a decrease of 1 per cent, 
but within a week bacon has been sold in St. 
Louis at the highest price on record in times of 
peace. 

During the past decade the prices of 10 of 
the 15 articles enumerated have advanced more 
than 50 per cent. In other words, it takes dou- 
tie the amouni of money to purchase the same 
supplies that it did 10 years ago. Bacon has ad 
vanced 96.7 per cent; hams,.61.3; corn meal, 
63.7; poultry, 58.1; steaks, 59.5. 

The prices of every kind of meat and poultry, 
eggs and butter are controlled by the Meat T ust, 
which has made millions on the food nece-saries 
of the people. 

The report takes no account of the artifictal 
high prices of iron and steel, which are factors 
in forcing up all other prices, nor of the tsher 
cost of clothing, the woolens and cottons, the 
coal, the building materials, the tools, which the 
people must buy for clothing, shelter, warmth 
and labor. 

The decade during which the prices of the nec- 
essaries of life have advanced enormously has 
been notable for the growth of trusts and monop- 
oly combinations, for vast accumulation of wealth 
by interests which enjoyed protection and privi- 
kge from the Government. 

Through the iniquitous Dingley law and the 
more iniquitous Aldrich-Payne law, special inter- 
ests have reaped millions of profit through tariff 
tuxes admittedly ~nnecessary to protect Ame i- 
can industry and levied as plunder given in 9x- 
change for campaign contributions. Outrage sus 
tariff schedules have been dict:’:d by the intar- 
ests for whose benefit they were enacted into 
law. 

The Steel Trust, which perfected its movopoly 
with the consent and protection of Theodore 
Roosevelt, has made millions for its promoters 
and owners. 

The Oil Trust has created the American bil- 
licnaire and has made untold millions for all who 
share in its control. 

There. have been millions for the Meat Trust, 
millions for the Harvester Trust, millions for the 
Tobacco. Trust, millions for the Coal Trust. 

But the: average of salaries has not advanced 
and the average,of wages has not advanced more 
than 10 per cent of the advance of prices. In 
protected industries enjoying millions of profit 
from privilege, the lowest wages and the longest 
labor hours prevailed. 

In his Columbus speech, Gov. Wilson struck 
the vital issue of the campaign and clarified it 
when he said: 

Prices have risen all over the world, but 
much faster and very much higher in high- 
tariff countries, where monopoly was pro- 
tected, than in low-tariff countries, where 
competition excluded monopoly. And the chief 
cause ef high prices in America its that the 
markets are controlled. They can be con<- 
trolled because the tariff screens them from 
the economic forces which establish prices 
in the markets of the world at large. No 
wonder therefore that the leaders of the 
Progressive and Republican parties are saying 
leas about high prices. 

Whose prosperity is it that the Republican 
leaders . boast the party has made? Proe- 
perity is a mockery when the bulk of it goes 
into the swollen coffers of the favored oli- 
garchy in partnership with the Government 


and in control of its power. 

The chief concern of the people is not the pros- 
perity of the privileged few, but the distribution 
of prosperity among the many—all the people. 

We need now protcction against privilege 
and monopoly; protection for the producer, 
the toiler, the home, the breadwinners and the 
women and children who are forced into toil 
and bitter hardships.

Farmer’s Share of Single Tax. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In reply to “Small Farmer’s” letter in this even- 
ing’s issue I should like to say a word or two 
that might tend to calm his fears for the Ozark 
farmer under the so-called “single tax amend- 
ments.” He seems to think that because farmers 
own or occupy the greatest acreage of land that 
they would pay the greatest part of the proposed 
tax. This is entirely wrong, for although some 
farm land is worth $200 or even $300 per acre, 
the great bulk of it must be classed amongst the 
cheapest of land. And the proposed tax is not to 
be assessed according to area or acreage, but ac- 
cording to value. Hence we say the farmer’s 
taxes will be lowered under the proposed change, 
bécause his improvements are to be exempt from 
taxation and only the bare land is to be assessed, 
and of course that will amount to but little. 
especially in the Ozarks referred to by “Small 
Farmer.” 

I am told that one-half of the land value of 
the State of Missouri is found in the city of St. 
Louis and Jackson County. If that is true it will 
be easy for the small farmer to see that farmers 
generally have nothing to fear from a tax hon- 
estly levied upon land values. It is said that 
farmers under the present system pay 40 per 
cent of the taxes. Yet if half of the land values 
of the State are located in St. Louis and Kansas 
City how small must be the*share of the farmers. 
when we take account of all the land values of 
ell the other towns of the State, to say nothing 
of the value of the mineral deposits and fran- 
chises, etc. AN OZARK FARMER.

Is it unreasonable, then, to expect 
that some man, possessed of the loftiest 
genius, coupled with ambition sufficient 
to push it to its utmost stretch, will 
not at some time spring up among us?
